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Blackspot 
work will 
cut speed 
of drivers 

SAFETY work at an acci¬ 
dent blackspot near 
Oswestry will begin next 
month. 

A campaign by local peo¬ 
ple and town councillors has 
led to an agreement by the 
Highways Agency to bring in 
a reduced 50mph speed limit 
on the A483 Maesbury Road 
junction of the Oswestry 
bypass. 

The staggered junction 
has been the scene of several 
road accidents and at least 
two deaths in recent years. 

The work, which will 
involve replacing existing 
signs, will start on Novem¬ 
ber 19 and take four weeks 
to complete. 

Councillors had called for 
a roundabout to be built at 
the busy junction which con¬ 
nects the Maesbury road and 
Oswestry’s industrial estate 
to the A483. 

But the Highways Agency 
says there is no money in the 
budget for such extensive 
works. 

Instead the new speed 
limit is intended to slow 
down traffic approaching 
the junction. 

The work will be carried 
out between 8.45am and 
5pm and there will be some 
lane restrictions and tempo¬ 
rary traffic lights in place. 

Highways Agency project 
manager, Helen Jamieson, 
said: “Once complete, this 
work will result in improved 
safety. We will aim to com¬ 
plete the work as quickly as 
possible to minimise disrup¬ 
tion for road users.”

WATER users in Oswestry, who have com¬ 
plained about the taste of water in the town 
for almost a decade, are to have their supply 
changed. 

Severn Trent caused a storm of contro¬ 
versy when it switched the town’s supply 
from a local reservoir to water piped from 
the Shelton water tower in Shrewsbury. 

Householders insisted that water 
extracted from the River Severn was too 
hard, and also tasted of chlorine. 

After repeated complaints the water com- 
any admitted that too much chlorine had 
een put into the water as it was piped the 
17 miles to Oswestry. 

Now Severn Trent has revealed the water 
company is changing the supply to the town 
again, to water from bore holes at Eyton and 
Wilcott south of Shrewsbury. 

Mr David Essex, from the company said 
the change, which would be made next year, 
was part of a five-year plan of investment in 
the Oswestry area. 

“As part of a water quality improvement 
scheme at Eyton, the proportion of Shelton 
water in Oswestry will reduce to approxi¬ 
mately 10 per cent,” Mr Essex said. 

“There will be no significant change to 
water hardness. But for those who say they 
do not like the taste of the river water, they 
can expect the taste to improve.” 


“And this way they should be able to 
organise a new date.”

They were due to fly to Manchester on an 
American Airlines flight but the flight was 
cancelled. Now teachers are considering try¬ 
ing to get pupils on to flights wherever pos¬ 
sible. 

Headteacher Ian Sanders said: “The 
travel company is working tirelessly to find 
replacement flights back to the UK. To 
make sure that we get everyone back as soon 
as possible, it may be that they return in 
four groups, on different flights. 

“Each group will obviously be accompa¬ 
nied by staff. 

“Money has been transferred out to the 
US, to make sure that there are no problems 
making sure everyone has enough to eat and 
drink for as long as it takes - arrangements 
are in place to look after everyone.”

A YOUNG couple on a night out were set upon 
by a group of people wearing Halloween 
fancy dress.

£7,130 at his home when it was raided by police officers on January 24.

MP confirms 
he’s keen to 
stand again 

GLYN Davies has revealed he wants to be 
the Conservative candidate for Mont¬ 
gomeryshire at the next General Election. 

Mr Davies made the announcement fol¬ 
lowing the Montgomeryshire Conserva¬ 
tives’ decision to prepare for the 2015 
election on the basis of a Montgomeryshire 
constituency still being in place. 

Mr Davies said: “Since my local party is 
planning to contest the 2015 general elec¬ 
tion on the existing Montgomeryshire 
boundary, I’m confirming I would like to 
stand for a second term. 

“If the 2015 General Election were to be 
fought on proposed new boundaries, I would 
not be a candidate. I have only ever wanted 
to represent Montgomeryshire. 

“The pressure which comes with being ‘in 
Government’ at a difficult time for our coun¬ 
try has been very great. It has meant very 
long hours. And it is sometimes frustrating 
that having to spend four days each week at 
Westminster means I cannot be as involved 
locally as I would like to be. 

“But serving as Montgomeryshire’s MP 
has been a very special honour. Also it does 
take some time for a new MP to get a grip on 
the job, but I feel that thanks to my dedi¬ 
cated staff we are now well on top of the job. ” 

Earlier this year the Boundary Commis¬ 
sion revealed proposals to split Mont¬ 
gomeryshire into three. Welshpool would 
have been lumped into a new northern zone 
- known as Glyndwr and North Powys - 
which stretches to Denbigh, while Newtown 
would go to South Powys along with Brecon. 
But the plans have since been shelved.

Despite the fact that the prosecution and 
defence accepted he only grew the drugs for 
his own use, the court wanted to hear fur¬ 
ther evidence to support that view and rule 
out any possibility that the drugs were 
being sold on. 

Mr Stephen Davies, prosecuting, said offi¬ 
cers attended the defendant’s home address 
at 11am on January 24 after a tip-off. They 
forced their way in and found 12 plants in 
one bedroom, 12 in the airing cupboard and 
empty pots in another bedroom. 

Arrested 

He said: “Officers took the plants, a 
phone and computer from the scene and 
arrested and interviewed the defendant. 

“He said he had been growing the drugs 
for his own use, where he would turn it into 
butter to make cakes from. Once baked, he 
would eat the cakes before taking part in 
extreme sporting activities. 

“The defendant said the cannabis would 
give him the confidence and relaxed nature 
needed to take part.” 

Mr Huw Williams, for Griffiths, said his 
client never supplied anyone else with the 
drugs. 

He said: “He is a cannabis scientist but 
the police have never found a list of cus¬ 
tomers and no records of any sales on phone 
or computer equipment. This was wholly for 
his own use.” 

During the hearing, Constable Matthew 
Thomas, of Dyfed Powys Police, gave evi¬ 
dence saying that no proof of the drugs 
being sold on had ever been found. 

“There is no evidence we can find of sup¬ 
ply,” he said. 

The magistrates were happy that the 
cannabis had only been used by the defen¬ 
dant and not sold on and adjourned the case 
to Mold Crown Court for sentencing on 
November 30. 

Griffiths was given bail.

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Council to invest 
£1.5m in road salt

Work to boost 
patient care 

HEALTH chiefs in Mid Wales have been 
working with paramedics to ensure heart 
attack patients are taken to the closest spe¬ 
cialist hospital. 

Powys Teaching Local Health Board and 
the Welsh Ambulance Service NHS Trust 
said they have been briefing staff and the 
public on the closest hospitals to attend for 
certain types of heart attacks. 

A spokesman for the health board said it 
is vital that patients suffering from ST-Ele- 
vation Myocardial Infarction (STEMI) 
heart attacks are taken directly to specialist 
centres. He said: “A heart attack is a serious 
medical emergency in which the supply of 
blood to the heart is suddenly blocked, usu¬ 
ally by a blood clot. Lack of blood to the heart 
can seriously damage the heart muscle. 

“Getting to specialist care quickly is 
essential in the case of a heart attack. 
Remember, if you suspect that you or some¬ 
one around you has had a heart attack, don’t 
delay, call 999 immediately.”

CALLS for a moratorium on new onshore windfarms by Energy Min¬ 
ister John Hayes have been welcomed by pylon protesters. 

Mr Hayes said that we can ‘no longer have wind turbines imposed on communities’ - giv¬ 
ing fresh hope to campaigners fighting against plans which could see pylons carrying power 
lines through Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

“Windfarms have been peppered across Britain without consideration for the country¬ 
side and people’s homes and enough is enough,” he said. 

Mr Hayes was appointed to the brief in last month’s Cabinet re-shuffle and his views 


clash with that of Liberal Democrat energy 
secretary Ed Davey. 

But Mr Hayes’ comments were welcomed 
by Montgomeryshire Against Pylons (MAP), 
which is campaigning against plans by 
National Grid to build a substation in Cefn 
Coch, near Llanfair Caereinion, and build a 
30-mile long, high voltage power line to 
Lower Frankton, near Oswestry, to take 
energy from Mid Wales wind farms to the 
national electricity network. 

MAP chairman Jonathan Wilkinson said: 
“This is very encouraging. In light of this 
statement the National Grip operation in 
Mid Wales is now completely inappropriate 
and should be immediately scaled down.” 

But Mr Wilkinson also urged caution. 
“What we have to remember is that Mr 
Hayes’ comments refer to future planning 
proposals. There are many already in the 
pipeline, particularly in Powys, though 
thankfully they are being opposed by the 
county council.” 

Mr Hayes said: “We can no longer have 
wind turbines imposed on communities. I 
can’t single-handedly build a new Jerusalem 
but I can protect our green and pleasant 
land. 

“We have issued a call for evidence on 
wind. That is about cost but also about com¬ 
munity buy-in. I have asked the planning 
minister to look again at the relationship 
between these turbines and the landscape,” 
he said.

Q: I am considering taking a long lease of an industrial unit. The proposed Lease is on a full repairing and insuring basis. What does this mean? 

A: A full repairing and insuring lease means that as the Tenant of the unit you will not only be responsible for maintaining and repairing the interior of 
the Premises (which is fairly standard) but also the exterior and structure. 

This means that you will not be able to request the Landlord to fix a leaking pipe, and if a wall is damaged you will be responsible for repairing it. 

The Landlord will usually be responsible for insuring the property but you will have to repay the premium by way of insurance rent. In addition, the 
covenants within the lease will be more stringent in relation to upholding the requirements of the insurance policy. Furthermore, if essential repairs have 
not been carried out by you the Landlord can enter the Property to carry out the repairs and recover the costs from you. 

Before taking a full repairing lease it is important that you make appropriate enquiries and take full advice. A schedule of condition should also be 
agreed with the Landlord to record the condition in which the structure was handed to you and you should ensure that the Lease requires that you hand 
the Property back in no better state than you take the Premises. You should also agree a schedule of works if you consider improving or updating the 
property and ensure that your investment in those works is accurately reflected in the Terms of the Lease.

Nletrif ication yet to become law 


THE metre is not the lawful standard 
measurement unit in Britain. 

In Britain, only imperial units 
(miles, yards, feet and inches) are law¬ 
ful standard measurements. Nothing 
else has ever been expressly approved 
by the people. 

The international convention at sea 
and in the air is to use (nautical) miles, 
yards and feet and worldwide air traffic 
control is universally in English. Met¬ 
ric measurements have no legitimacy 
in a British court of law. The public 
thus fully expect that the English 


imperial units in their own country. 
Constitutional and Common Law (The 
1351 Treason Act, the Act of 
Supremacy 1559, the Bill of Rights

1848), forbid the King from signing or 
giving away his country’s sovereignty 
or other rights and of aiding, support¬ 
ing or admitting any influence or inter¬ 
vention from a foreign power.

This means that the insidious creep 
of metrification into British life clearly 
originating from Parliamentary and 
Government Departmental decree is 
criminal and is treason. Until the 
British public approve a change, only 
the imperial scales may by Constitu¬ 
tional and Common Law, be used in 
the United Kingdom.

Deerstalkers group wants 
first Holmes story in Welsh 


A LOCAL band of Sherlock Holmes enthusiasts are keen to make 
Welsh the 77th language that the famous works of Sir Arthur Conan

Welshpool is home to Wales’s first Deerstalkers Society, a global network set up in hon¬ 
our of Holmes who has enjoyed a massive comeback through the successful BBC televi¬ 
sion series and Guy Richie films starring Robert Downey Jnr. 

The group meets this weekend and high on the agenda is the proposal to turn at least 
one of the works into Welsh.

The bustling cobbled streets of London 
are a far cry from Welshpool’s Little Hen- 
faes Drive where Roy regularly dons his 
deerstalker, Inverness cape and lights up 
his pipe to relive and capture the super 
sleuth’s battles with crime. 

Hooked 

“Sir Arthur wrote four novels and 56 
short stories about Sherlock Holmes and I 
have read them all many times,” said Roy, 
who began his fascination almost 60 years 
ago. 

“I was in hospital when I was 20 and my 
father brought me a Sherlock Holmes book 
to read and I just couldn’t put it down. I 
remember reading all night! I was hooked 
and have been a great enthusiast ever 
since.” 

Roy’s home is a shrine to the fictional 
character that first appeared in print way 
back in 1887. 

Even before entering the house, the sign 
on the wall welcomes you to Baskerville 
(from the classic The Hound of the 
Baskervilles) and you are immediately met 
in the hallway by a mirror cut in the 
famous silhouette of Holmes along with an 
array of framed memorabilia. 


“This is an actual tile from Baker Street 
Station,” Roy points out one of the myriad 
framed items covering the wall to the stair¬ 
case. 

In fact, the legendary detective is pres¬ 
ent in every room of the house from the 
‘Sherlock Holmes for Dummies’ book to 
dolls and toys clothed in his famous attire. 

With the support of his wife, Joan, Roy 
launched the Welshpool Deerstalkers Soci¬ 
ety when they moved to Montgomeryshire 
in 2001. They discovered others shared 
their passion and haven’t looked back 
since. 

“We welcome people of any background 
to the society that share an interest in 
Sherlock Holmes,” he said. 

Saturday’s meeting launches a busy 
period for the Deerstalkers. It takes place 
at 7.30pm at the Old School, Guilsfield, 
when an illustrated talk on Forensic Sci¬ 
ence from Sherlock Holmes to the present 
day will be given by Ian Corke BR (Hons).

A MEDAL from the Second World 
War has been stolen from a house 
near Welshpool while the occu¬ 
pant was away. 

The King George VI medal and some jew¬ 
ellery was taken from a house in Berriew, 
near Welshpool, while the property was 
empty between October 15 and 21. 

Dyfed Powys Police said it was desperately 
seeking information about the medal’s 
whereabouts while also reminding residents 
about home safety, with this burglary hap¬ 
pening just weeks after a collection of jew¬ 
ellery was stolen from a house in nearby 
Bettws Cede wain. 

Catharine Evan-Williams, force spokes¬ 
woman, said: “We are investigating a bur¬ 
glary at a property in Berriew sometime 
between October 15 and 21 during which 
time the occupants were away. 

“As well as stealing jewellery the offend¬ 
ers stole a King George VI medal with an 
inscription on the rear. 

“Police would like to take this opportunity 
to remind home owners to review their secu¬ 
rity arrangements. Properties that are 
vacant even for a short period of time are 
potentially vulnerable. 

“You should lock all windows, put valu¬ 
ables out of sight, get a safe or burglar alarm 
and always secure sheds and outbuildings,” 
she added. 

Meanwhile, the force has been named the 
safest in Wales for house burglaries. 

Of burglaries that do occur, Dyfed Powys 
solves 39 per cent, up 6.9 per cent on last 
year and above the Wales average of 19.8 per 
cent. 

DCI Greg Williams, force lead on burglary, 
said: “Dyfed Powys Police has welcomed 
these excellent figures which again show 
that the counties of Carmarthenshire, Pem¬ 
brokeshire, Ceredigion and Powys are the 
safest in the country.”

Do you need a 
helping hand? 

A SMALL army of volunteers has devoted nearly 600 hours of free 
labour helping those in need in the Oswestry area over the past year - 
but organisers fear it is not enough.

Mike Lade, who runs the Osyteers group in Oswestry, said he believed there were a num¬ 
ber of elderly and vulnerable people living in the town who were not being helped by vol¬ 
unteers because the group was not aware of their plight. 

And he has urged people who know of individuals in need of assistance with jobs around 
their home or to get to appointments to get in touch. 

The Osyteers group has reached its first 
birthday and Mr Lade said it had expanded 
from having 10 volunteers to 25. He said 
since the group had been formed nearly 600 
hours of voluntary work had been done. 

During the past year Osyteers has created 
campaigns to help fight against cold callers, 
unwanted phone calls on PPI, phone, online 
scams and loan sharks. Volunteers have also 
given advice on issues including how to stay 
warm in the winter and how to get more spe¬ 
cialist help from other organisations. 

Mr Lade said: “Sadly, we feel sure that we 
are still not reaching the people that need 
help because they don’t always ask for it.” 

“In the past 12 months our volunteers 
have changed light bulbs, retuned televi¬ 
sions for the elderly after the switch-over, 
weeded drives, cleared a blocked drain, 
cleared many overgrown gardens and just 
sat and chatted to people.” 

“Our projects have also included 
installing a vegetable garden at Meadows 
School and weeding and clearing the garden 
outside St Martins Community Centre. 

“We carried out a 60-minute makeover to 
emulsion three rooms and a hallway ready 
for a young lady with cerebral palsy to move 
into a property and decorated a meeting 
room and toilets in Whittington Senior Cit¬ 
izens’ Hall.”

But he said others part of the devel¬ 
opment was not eligible for grant funding 
and the voluntary help offered by the work 
party at the weekend was a welcome boost 
to the scheme. 

He said: “The volunteers included skilled 
plasterers and electricians as well as labour¬ 
ers, sweepers-up, cooks and tea-makers. 

“The focus of the work was the former 
entrance block and board room, re-roofed 
last year with the help of the Pilgrim Trust, 
which is destined to become a bunkhouse 
with two family units. 

“The trust is hoping to attract private 
finance to complete furnishing and fitting- 
out which is not eligible for grant aid, and 
also more volunteers. 

“Those with building skills are especially 
welcome, but anyone keen to help is invited

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Rail fares 'could deter businesses' 


EXPENSIVE rail fares to London 
could deter businesses from setting up 
in Shropshire and force then to choose 
Mid Wales instead, a county business¬ 
man has claimed. 

Craig Marston said he was ‘gobs¬ 
macked’ and thought the conductor 
had got it wrong when he was asked to 
stump up £241 for a peak time day- 
return from Gobowen to London to 
attend an urgent meeting. 

And the businessman was later told 
if he had chosen to travel from Welsh¬ 


pool, the price would only have been 
£54 because of different restrictions 
from the Welsh station. 

Mr Marston, who runs architectural 
services company Ke-Design in 
Oswestry, said he had to arrive in Lon¬

CAMPAIGNERS are claiming a third of the 
residents in a village on the Shropshire bor¬ 
der have joined their fight against contro¬ 
versial housing plans. 

Members of the Chirk Bank Community 
Group are battling against plans for seven 
homes in the picturesque canalside village 
near Oswestry.

“The school has strong links with the 
foodbank and it is always a pleasure to sup¬ 
port the organisation which is a lifeline for 
many people in and around Oswestry.” 

Foodbank vouchers are issued to people 
after they have been identified by care pro¬ 
fessionals like doctors, health visitors and 
the police as needing help. 

The voucher is then taken to the food- 
bank centre where it is redeemed for three 
days’ emergency food and help is given to 
point people in the right direction to try to 
help solve the longer-term problem. 

The foodbank service was set up by mem¬ 
bers of Churches Together Oswestry Dis¬ 
trict to help stop people in the town going 
hungry during the credit crunch. 

Food parcels are given to those on a low 
income, in debt, have had benefit changes or 
benefit delays. In the last week the service 
has seen its shelves starting to bulge with 
donated items from harvest festivals. 

The amount of food donated from harvest 
services at churches and schools is 970 kg, 
and organisers expect this to eventually 
reach more than one ton. The foodbank has 
provided three days worth of food to more 
than 600 people since it started in 2011.

Enid, who is 79 years old, started working for the charity voluntarily when she was about 
28 and took over the responsibility from another person in her village of Llangynog. 

Over the years her work with the appeal 
has raised hundreds of pounds and just last 
year she saw nearly £700 collected from her 
community. 

This month she received a special certifi¬ 
cate celebrating her efforts. 

She said: “I think it is an important cause. 

There are a lot of people giving their lives to 
serve us in the wars.” 

She said her husband was a member of the 
Royal British Legion and she is now the 
treasurer of the group in her village.

We weren’t allowed 
to show any light during darkness. 

“We had an air raid shelter when I lived in 
a bungalow. We didn’t use it.”

Her husband, who was 10 years older 
than her, was in the home guard during the 
war. 

They met because he lived in the same vil¬ 
lage. They were married for 61 years before 
he passed away just after the couple’s 
golden anniversary. 

She has four children - two boys and two 
girls - and eight grandchildren and one 
great grandchild. 

Enid says she enjoys organising things 
and has worked as a secretary and belongs 
to a number of village organisations. 

This year Enid will be reading at the 
Remembrance service in the village memo¬ 
rial hall.

I get goose bumps just by 
thinking about evolution 


THERE is a phenomenon in the natural 
world which is inherently useless, and I 
use those two words with care. Each 
one of us experiences it and yet, the fea¬ 
tures in our bodies that possess it, are of 
little or no value to us. 

And on top of that, its very mention gives creation¬ 
ists, goose bumps (which I take an inkling of pleasure 
from, I must admit). 

The phenomenon is vestigiality and even if we are 
not familiar with the term, we are all familiar with 
how it manifests itself within us. 

Vestigiality involves those organs or behaviours 
which, through evolution, have lost all or most of 
their original functionality. All creatures exhibit it, 
but we’ll stick with humans for now. Indeed, goose 
bumps are a prime example. Ask yourself, when do I 
get goose bumps? The answer may well be ‘when I’m 
scared’ or ‘when I’m cold’. 

Stressed 

I’ve certainly experienced my fair share of goose 
bumps with the drop in temperatures this week, and 
yet why did I experience them? What function do 
they serve? The answer is, almost none. However, if 
you visit a zoo this half term and you spend some 
time in the monkey or chimp exhibit, you may well 
see goose bumps in action. 

You won’t, of course, be looking at bumps on the 
animals’ skin, because they are covered in hair, but 
you may see the hairs themselves raise a little. This 
will likely be because the creature is stressed, or cold. 

When our ancestors still retained their inherited 
body hair, the slight raising of those hairs both 
enabled them to trap warm air between them and 
the skin and appear bigger if threatened, depending 
on the situation. Today, with our decreased ‘shaggi¬ 
ness’, goose bumps serve little purpose. 

In times gone by, such features as the wisdom 
teeth and our infamous appendix, were used by our 
primate ancestors (as they still are today in species 
of modern primates) as tools to help digest tough cel-

lulose and other plant matter. Now, however, in our 
evolved state, wisdom teeth and appendixes, are 
positive liabilities to the health and life of a human 
being. Some design, eh? 

Another famous example is the coccyx, or tail- 
bone. However, here we see something slightly dif¬ 
ferent. Our coccyx is the remnant of a lost tail. How 
long ago did we lose it? Not very. All of us grow tails 
(and a full coat of hair), in the womb. Our tails are 
present for a period of four weeks, (during stages 
14 to 22 of human embryogenesis). But why don’t 
we keep them? And what about the other great 
apes? 

Us apes can also be described as ‘ripe-fruit-spe- 
cialists’. It’s a long story, but among our monkey 
ancestors, there were those that could digest 
unripe fruit and those that could digest ripe fruit. 

The former remained high in the trees, running 
along the branches and using their tails for bal¬ 
ance, whilst the latter swung from the branches 
lower down and foraged on the floor where a tail 
was at best useless, at worst, a hindrance. 

Over time we lost our tails, receding as they did 
into the collection of vertebrae we have today. But 
why keep even those? Because they act now only as 
an attachment point for your bottom muscles, 
which explains why they have not degraded fur¬ 
ther. 

Food for thought, I hope you’ll agree. And on that 
note, I think I’ll stand up from my chair and go and 
get some fruit from the kitchen.

Wellington to Chester Down express passenger 
train had been accepted by the signalman at

“But he cleared the signals for it when the 
6.25pm Coton Hill to Saltney Down unfitted 
freight train, which had been shunted into the 
refuge siding for the passenger train to go 
ahead, was still partially obstructing the main 
line. 

“The passenger train struck the leading 
vehicle of the freight train a glancing blow and 
then the rear end of the freight engine tender, 


and overturned on to the up line between the 
platforms. The leading vehicle of the passenger 
train was a van carrying railway stores in 
which two storesmen were travelling, and it 
was thrown forward on to the Up platform 
alongside the engine.” 

One of the victims, railway storesman, Mr 
CC McLean, had volunteered for duty on the 
passenger train as cover for a sick colleague.

Chevrolet makes 
Trax with new SUV 


If there’s a market niche 
that has yet to be 
explored, you can bet 
your bottom dollar that 
there are marketing peo¬ 
ple looking at a flow 
chart right now, trying 
to work out what it is 
and how to make some¬ 
thing to fit into it. 

It’s a remarkable sign of the 
times that we can be sold some¬ 
thing we didn’t know we needed in 
the first place - but then the way 
segment-busting crossover cars 
have taken off suggests we like the 
idea of a car that is just for us. 

And if giving people what they 
want is the shortcut to success, 
then Chevrolet has been following 
it to the letter in recent years. 

Once seen as something of a bit 
player in the UK, the European 
arm of the General Motors giant 
has been rapidly rolling out succes¬ 
sive models and broadening its 
portfolio to the point where there is 
something for everyone with a rea¬ 
sonable price tag as standard. 

Now Chevrolet is breaking into 
new territory with the Trax, a com¬ 
pact SUV crossover that sits some¬ 
where between conventional small 
SUVs, MPVs and hatchbacks. 

Chevrolet says it doesn’t have a 
direct rival but rather a number of 
competitors from different sectors, 
and on closer examination you can 
see where they’re coming from. 

It’s certainly a chunky beast, 
with the stance and presence of an 



suy but at only 4.2m in length, it 
is only 20cm longer than an Aveo 
supermini, giving it the kind of 
looks and feel of a proper 4x4 but 
enough manoueverability to be a 
car you can take anywhere. 

It’s definitely worth ensuring 
you have the larger 17in wheel 
option to make the most of the 
looks. 

Compact 

And, of course, to appeal to SUV 
buyers, it has to have the high-set 
driving position, and despite being 
unquestionably a compact car, the 
Trax firmly ticks that box. 

In fact, the cabin is one of the 
Trax’s best features: the driving 
position is very good, the view out 
is just as you would want it with 
plenty of light coming in and the 
space on offer is particularly 
impressive. 

Up front there is generous head 
and legroom and the back seats are 
perfectly suited to carrying 
adults - so the kids will love them. 

There’s a sizeable boot too, with 
358 litres seats up and 1,370 folded 
down. 

Even better is the way the cabin 
all fits together. Climb inside and it 
has a premium appearance, cer¬ 
tainly a step above what you’d 
expect given the price tag. 

The materials themselves are 
hardy and well constructed rather 


than luxurious, but it’s hard not to 
be impressed by the way it looks. 

It’s helped a great deal by the My 
Link system, which brings a large 
touchscreen on to the centre con¬ 
sole. It responds accurately to 
inputs and with downloadable apps 
to cover everything from music to 
navigation and social networking, 
it has virtually limitless possibili¬ 
ties and gives the Trax a big advan¬ 
tage over its rivals. 

Underneath the Trax’s skin 
there is a choice of 1.4-litre tur¬ 
bocharged and 1.6-litre naturally 
aspirated petrols and a 1.7-litre 
diesel, with all bar the 1.6-litre 
base engine available with four- 
wheel drive. 

From behind the wheel, the 1.4- 
litre turbo is the pick of the bunch, 
as it manages to combine brisk 
acceleration and generous torque 
with respectable economy and 
emissions performance. 

The 1.4-litre is more than 
acceptably quiet right from start 
up, and the six-speed manual gear¬ 
box fitted as standard has a fuss- 
free, smooth shift action. 

Although small in capacity, the 
1.4-litre turbo offers a strong 
1471b.ft of torque, allowing you to 
get rolling easily and make short 
work of staying in the flow of traf¬ 
fic. 

And although wind noise picks 
up a little at higher motorway 
speeds, overall refinement is good 
too, creating a relaxing environ¬ 
ment for passengers. 

The Trax is clearly designed to 
be practical and comfortable first 


and foremost, and as a result the 
suspension is set up to deliver a 
unflustered ride. 

Even with the larger 17in 
wheels, it manages to deal with the 
majority of road imperfections, and 
even the big holes don’t spoil the 
ride to any great extent. 

Should you choose to push the 
Trax on a back road, it will play 
along happily, and it resists signifi¬ 
cant body roll with impressive 
ease. 

Chevrolet makes a strong case 
for the Trax, as it packs so many 
features that buyers are looking for 
into a compact and good-value 
package.
